Like euch of hia tamous European sclentifie
confreres, Prof. Soow ia an sble and discrimin.

study of tne minnte germs that atiack a cer-
tain member of the loseot tribe—the ehinch
bog.

Prof. Snow has carried his investigations to
poch & point that he has made a complets
snalysis mod clasmfication of at least three
different kinda of microsceplo parasites that
hawe a particolar aMnity for thia pest of the
Western farma.

The Professor bas not worked through love
for the chimch bug aemd hes no intemtion of
employing the kpowledge be has ascguoired
with so much labor to amellorsting that in-
sect's condition or in any way aiding it Lo its
nght against its deadiy nstural enomies.

Op the conirary, he his reversed the pro-
cessen of Dra. Kook and Pasteur, and lostead
of irying 1o breed a race of coltured and at-
tenuated microbes, which ahall ease the suf-
feringn of the afiected chinch, he has found a
method by which the hostiie bacilll can be
rencesed ten imea more deadiy in thelr war-
fare upom the ohinch bug.

Kow bhe propeses %o lurn them loose in the
Western wheat flelds with a view of utterly
anpibilating sad exterminating the I[smous
old-time snemy.

A sl moro deadly enomy of the bug, how-
ever, = i spooksa of fungous growin, somelimes
white and sometimes of a darker color, which
aecma 10 have a peonllar aMoity Tor the insect,
and by means of cultivatlon spd scientific de-
velopment 1t has been hroughs by the Mrofes.
sor 1o soch & state of metivity thet & single
germ of 1t will goickly spread smong a family
of ehinch bugs and never fall 1o resnlt fatally.

The spores of ihese fungl are casily carrien
and scattered aboot hy ke wind, snd in this
manper can be readily diffosed over a Iarge
sres of wheat flelds without any special
fronble.

The desad bugs, covered with both kinds of
microbes, are carefully packed io small voxes
and seal oot by Prol, Bnow 1o the farmers in
Mismourl, Nebrasks, lilinvls, Kansas, Indiapa
and (hio, and form the basis of supuly for
Miacking the enemy.

All that the farmer has to do to increase his
Ammunition Is to put & score or more of live,
beuliby chinch bugs in & jar with the corpse of
one of thelr inoculsted companloos, and toey
Bt oDce calch the disease,

The next thing is to place them at liberty in
abug-infested fleld, and according 1o relisble
scconnts It will not be long before every chlneh
bug 1o the nelghborhood s taken down wilh
the epldemie, which increanes in virolénce as
Itapreads, In o few asys not a chinech bug
will be lefi to tell the tale of the disaster, and
the groond will be strewn with the bodles of
e victime,
